LIGHTNING AND MAN CAUSE FOREST HAVOC. 


The forces of nature and the carelessness 
of man have combined this year ‘to wrest 
an unusually large toll from our western 
forests in loss of life as well as tin- 
ber and other natural resources. 

Man-caused fires unlike those origin- 
ating during lightning storms, can be 
prevented. With six weeks of possible 
fire season remaining, we must all be 
unusually vigilant in the work of fire 
suppression, 

In the meantime, the prospect of pre= 
venting or reducing the number of light- 
ning fires is not being overlooked, al-+ 
though a conservative Forest Service is 
not making any premature announcements. 

One of the worst of these lightning- 
caused fires destroyed 6700 acres of 
live oak and other forest cover in the 
Middle Fork Tuolumne River region of the 
Stanislaus National Forest. This area 
was burned over from early morning on 
August 22 to the night of August 25, 
when it was controlled through the ef- 
forts of 600 men, including Forest Serv- 
ice overhead from other forests and many 
local. people. 

The loss was not only in forest cover 
with its resultant erosion and run-off 
problems, but in human life and misery. 
When the toll of this holocaust was 
counted, two men were dead, one seri- 
ously injured and four had received 
minor burns in an attempt to rescue Arch 
Selby of Groveland, who was fatally 
burned. 

The other fatality was Harry T. Meyer, 
35, a fellow Sierran in more ways than 
one. For, though his business was con- 
nected with lumbering and forestry 
around Groveland and Sonora, he was 
active in his conservation interests. 
His activities included operating a 
tree nursery, and he had sent this 
writer a number of excellent letters 
expressing sound ideas on the various 
subjects discussed. He also maintained 


a keen interest in winter sports. 


Through Forest Service and other chan- 
nels we learned that he had been on the 
fire line for 2); hours and was cutting 
down a burning snag with a power saw 
when a large falling fragment fractured 
his skull, causing instantaneous death. 

Conservationists who practice what 
they preach are not too plentiful. If 
the loss of Harry Meyer was untimely, 


rhaps it will remind others of the ef- 

ort needed to overcome bad lumbering 
pres stcee which create fire hazard areas.

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WILSON'S FOLLY OR "I AIN'T GOING 
THERE AGAIN 4" 


After assembling at the early hour of 
7:50 AM Séptember 3, at Castle Crags 
State Park, nine eager rock climbers © 
by clever maneuvering, managed to proe 
crastinate till the usual starting 
time of 11 AM before putting on packs. 
The route selected by the leaders lived 
up to its advance billing for being 
able to separate the men’ from the boys. 
The route included scree, brush and 
high angle friction’slabs, By the time 
we were half way up, four climbers 
were eliminated and the advance group 
was rather worried itself. Vicious 
epithets began to assail the leader 

for leading them in to this place 
(later named Wilson's Causeway in honor 
of the leader). Upon reaching the top 
(Wilson's Pass) there was no water 
visible nor had there been since leav- 
ing the canyon. However, our scout, 
Floyd Burnette, managed to find a nice 
yellow pool of stagnant water 3 feet 
wide, 6 feet long and 6 inches deep. 

We made our Base Camp there. 

The next day we climbed four pinnae 
cles of assorted difficulty from Friehe 
lichts Dome (3rd class) to Synep No. 1 
which overhung on two sides and was 
vertical on the others. During the 
day two lakes were found which we named 
Upper Crystal Lakes, Though they are 
stagnant they would make lovely camp 
sites for future campers. 

The third day we spent the morning 
rolling rocks out of our somewhat airy 
campsite. We then started back to the 
cars with diehards Grey and Wilson climb- 
ing one last pinnacle on the way out. 

Though several climbing parties have 
been in this area, there are cvidently 
many unclimbed crags still left. No 
evidence of previous climbers was found, 

The present trip started from the end 
of the road on Little Castle Creek and 
went straight up the north side of the 
mountain, From studied observation it 
is felt that a better way to get in 
would be to go to the "Dome" and — 
continue up northwest through a gap there 
from which the lakes are visible about 
= mile away. Much good climbing (hot 
and dry) exists on the south side 
which could best be climbed from the 
road as a basee —
